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UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 
INTERPRETS MISSOURI LAW. 


APPLIES TO ALL PERSONS 


No Distinction Between the Deeds of 
Sane and Insane in Application 
of Statute.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9%—The United 
States Supreme Court, in the case of the 
Knights Templar Life Indemnity Co. 
against Jarman, holds that, under the Mis- 
souri statutes, suicide does not invalidate 
a Ife insurance policy. 

The statute that was invoked in support 
of the policy was as follows: 

“In all suits upon policies of insurance 
on life, hereafter issued by any company 
doing business in this state. it shall be no 
defense that the insured committed suicide. 
unless it shall be shown to the satisfaction 
of the court or jury trying the cause that 
the insured contemplated suicide at the 
time he made his application for the peter. 
and any stipulation in the policy to the 
contrary shall be void.’

PARIS, Dec. 9.—Americans now at home 

who have been in the habit of worshiping 


when in Paris at tha little church of the 
Passicnist Fathers, on Avenue Hooke, will 
be sorry to learn that there is a likeil- 
hoot of Father Watts Russell and his 
feliow clergymen being obliged to quit 
France. 

Under the association's 
ligious orders will be recommended to the 
Chamber of Deputies for favorable con- 
sideration, the Passionists are not 
among them.

Following the example of Ambassador 
Porter, severdl influential Americans have, 
united in an effort to save the church. 
The ambassador wrote to M. Del Caasge, 
the French minister of foreign affairs, that 
the services of the Passionist Fathers are 
indispensable to Americans residing or vis- 
iting in Paris. The British ambassador 
has done the same thing. 

Father Russell said today to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent: 

“American -noney in a great measure 
helped to build this church. I could show 
you documents signed by all the Amer- 
ican ambassadors who have ever repre- 
sented the United States in Paris, stating 
emphatically that this edifice is partly 
American property. So we hope that when 
the authorities are made acquainted with 
the fact that we never meddie in politics 
and are willing to submit to the law and 
authority of .he French, we shall be al- 
lowed to continue our work, which for 40 
years has been a comfort to thousands of 
American Catholics in Paris.”’

J silinais of Ohio Is Proud of 
His Record. 


SHOESTRINGS MADE HIM RICH 


SOLD THEM FROM WAGON, EARN- 
ING DOLLAR A MINUTE. 


Persons Who Had Patronized Him 
Voted for Him and He Was 
Elected by a Handsome 
Plurality. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Representative 
James A. Norton, one of the most popular 
Democrats in the House and a member of 
the District. of Columbia committee, is the 
only member of the present delegation from 
Ohio who was defeated at the polls. 


His succegsful opponent, A. H. Jackson, 
is a@ wealthy manufacturer of underwear 
at Fremont. He began life as a peddier of 
7 pene and was afterward an auc- 
tioneer. Jackson’s speeches on the stump 
were very similar to those he formerly de- 
livered when in business ‘‘on the street. 
One of them in particular, delivered at 
Fostoria, is ve ——— es of it have 
been passed about in nalinaton. The 
new Congressman said: 

‘Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
and Fellow Citizens of Fostoria: I want to 
ask the pardon of every lady and gentle- 
man in my audience this evening for a few 
moments if I keep my hat on. [| have @ 
bad cold already, having made three talks 
today and working out in this open air. 
And I of late years catch cold very easily. 
A great many people may have the idee 
that I wear this hat because it is a silk 
hat. My friends on the other side over the 
district amd a great many newspapers have 
had it that Jackson a man—a kind of a 
fop—that wears a silk hat constantly now 
for effect. I well remember, and some of 
you remember, of my visiting your city a 
few years ago in the one of a shoe- 
st and suspender peddler; I wore a silk 
hat then, didn’t I, gentlemen? I have worn 
one constantly since I was 22 years of age. 
Consequently I don’t feel stuck up because 
I wear a silk hat.

Wheir Ministers to Caracas Have Quit 
the Country and Taken Up Their 
Quarters on Board Warships 
at La Guayra.

WASHINGTON, Dec: 9.—It is a virtual 

te of war that exists between two great 

powers, Germany and England, on the one 
hand, and the feeble Republic of Vene- 
Buela on the opposing side. It is a moun- 
tain to a molehill, and the defiant attitude 
of President Castro can only be explained 
by assumption that he relies on the United 
Btates to intervene in some way and pre- 
Vent disaster to his government. 

Diplomatic relations between enezuela 
and England and Germany are severed, and 
the ministers of the latter countries have 
quit Caracas and are now on board war- 
ships at La Guayra. This action followed 
the presentation of an ultimatum by each 
ofthe aggrieved nations. The ultimatum 
is a demand for immediate settlement of 
claims against Venezuela. Failure to com- 
ply with this demand will be followed by 
the seizure of the ports of Venezuela and 
the collection of the debt by force. 


Should Venezuela tamely submit to the 
program, of course there would be no 
she resist, that would be 
war. Such is the situation. A conflict 
could not continue long without some in- 
fringement of the Monroe doctrine. There- 
in lies the gravity of the Venezuelan sit- 
uation as it is seen here. 

The Monroe doctrine may be invoked 
for another cause. 

One of the-old and unsettled questions 
Detween Great Britain and Venezuela is 
over the ownership of the Island of Pa- 
tos. Venezuela claims it by proximity, 
and Great Britain claims it as a part of 
her possessions, and, according to state- 
ments printed last summer, when the 
question was discussed at the state de- 
partment, Great Britain does not consider 
the island subject to arbitrat‘on.

The story 
tie tells of the hatred borne by the greatest 
of Boer guerrila generais for his brother 
has never before been made public. It is a 
tale Mr. Reitz says, that the whole worid 
ought to know. ‘“‘Gen. De Wet,’’ sad the 
Transvaal secretary, “in his recently is- 
sued book, days the war with England was 
was lost through the traitorous acts of cer- 
tain Boer leaders. Though he does not say 
so, his own brother was one of the men at 
whom this shaft was almed. 

“Piet De Wet was a renegade. If the two 
men ever meet Christian will shoot Piet 
down like a dog. 

“Piet De Wet was a boyhood friend of 
mine, and I looked upon him as an upright, 
honest, God-fearing youth and man. ut 
he betrayed his countrymen. He went over 
to the enemy and led soldiers under the 
British flag. 

“He disgraced a name that his brother 
sought to make synonymous with loyalty 
aad beavers. The world shéuld know that 
this brotner does not condone the other's 
misdeeds. 

“(Christian De Wet would not relish the 
idea of murdering anyone, least of all a 
son of his own father. He does not come of 
a murder-loving race. But if Piet ever 
crosses his path he will kili him and never 
after suffer a qualm of conscience. 

“Piet knows this. He has been warned. 
He will probably do his best to -—¢ out of 
the way. Nor will Christian seek him out 
It will be merely evil chance if the two 
come face to face. 

“When Piet de Wet had laid down his 
arms at Lindley and surrendered himeelf 
and his men without firing a shot he fur- 
nished an example of the most tragic feat- 
ure of our war. 

He was not the only Boer leader to turn 
traitor. There was Andries Cronje, brother 
of Gen. Cronje, and an officer on his staff. 
He showed himself to be both coward and 
renegade at Pretoria. And there was Gen. 
Prinsloo, commander-in-chief of the Orange 
Free State troops before Christian de Wet 
was given that posttion. We used to call 
him Bia Tried and True.’ He proved him- 
self to be as weak and as b as Andries 
Cronje. 

“But Piet de Wet was the worst. When 
the war broke out he was regarded in the 
Orange Free State as a more capable en. 
eral and a better fighter than h's brother, 
Christian. : 

‘He was brilliant... The history of your 
own country’s revolution against Eng'and 
tells of a man who, possessed a military 

enius like his. The man’s name was 

rnold.”’ 

Mr. Reitz is an exile from his own land. 
It ‘s with sorrow for his own people and 
anger toward the British, whom ‘he terms 
most brutal and inhuman fighters, or 
“women and children kil'ers,”’ that the old 
Boer, for Boer he remains, refusing to be- 
come a subject of Edward VII, comes to 
America. is wife accompanies him. 

Two of his 11 sons are now in Madagas- 
car, preparing a home for their parents, 
thetr brothers and their one sister. Mr. 
Reitz expects to go to the island soon. He 
will deliver several lectures in the United 
States. in order, he says, that “the Amer- 
ican people, who were always friendly to 
the Boers. may learn the truth about the 
brutality of the British and their allies 
the Kaffirs, and the way they maltreat 
the women of the Transvaal Republic and 
made war against children.”’

Only “Aristocrats” Pay 16 
Cents on Levee. 


HOW HUNDREDS ESCAPE COLD 


SOUP, LIVER, SAUSAGE AND 
BREAD FOR A NICKEL. 


Repast of This Kind Is Followed vy a 
Rush for 5 Cent Bunks, in Which 
Late Comers Have to 
“Stand Up.” 


Last night I supped and slept on 15 
cents. ; 

I could have done both for a dime, but 
preferred to pay the extra nickel and 
enjoy a high class bed, as beds go on the 
Levee, 

“Buckeye Teddy,’’ my mentor and whilom 
companion, disapproved of my reckless ex- 
The extra coin would have 


t= pg a long whisky of the ‘“‘forty-rod’’ 
ind so much relished bv wharf habitues; 
the kind that cuts a path throtigh husky 
throais as it descends. 

The extravagance was the only conces- 
sion to my ordinary ‘mode of life during 
a one night’s search to learn how little a 
man can live on in St. Louis, when the 
temperature is around the zero mark, and 
not beg or steal. I found that a very lit- 
tle will suffice, 

I saw how the unfortunate of a great 
city find shelter from the biting cold and 
the cruel blasts of icy wind. The cheao 
boarding and lodgin houses, of which 
there are several hundred in St. Louis; the 
police stations; the Salvation Army hepd- 
quarters and branches; these are the 
mecca of the poor when the elements of 
winter conspire against them. 


THOUSANDS SEEK SHELTER. 

There are over 5000 persons in St. Louis, 
say the police, who daily know not where 
they will lay their heads at night. To ac- 


commodate guests of this description, who 
seek only food of the plainest sort and 
a place to rest, sleep, and above all, 
warmth, the 5 and 10-cent lodg.ng houses 
have sprung into existence. ‘ihere are a 
few in the river district which have been 
plying for a decade. Their owners have 
amassed comfortable fortunes. These place 
enjoy a pees reputation with the police, 
and, in the main, are honestly conducied 
In the whole city of St. Louls there’ are 
several hundred establishments of the 
kind where, for a dime, hunger can be 
stayed and sleep for a night obtained. 

It was 7:3 when, by chance, I met 
“Buckeye Teddy’’ near the wharf, where 
the City of Savannah was anchored. He 
was trying vainly to keep warm by means 
of a cheery whistle, and hailed me as a 
long-lost friend as I offered him a dime 
to conduct me to a cheap restaurant and 
rooming house. 

“Friend. I can show you the best or the 
worst. Pick your medicine.’’’ We decided 
to visit several places before making a 
choice. 

“If you want a good bunk for a nickel,” 
he gaid, ‘“‘we must decide before 8 By 
that time the best will be taken.”’ 


He conducted me to the Bethel Home, 
364 Commercial street, as one of the larg- 
“most aristocratic.’’ We mount- | 
ed the stairs and took a survey. A long 
room, clean and wholesome looking. but 
without ony eating house attachments. 
—— ard benches were ranged along the 
walls. 


TEN YEARS AT THE BETHEL 

“That is Phil Porter by the fire,”’ my ' 
guide informed me. Five men of shabby | 
attire were seated near the roaring stove. 
One, ,@ man of over 80, attracted my at- 
tention. 


He had one of the most hopeless faces I ' 
ever saw. ‘‘He's been living on the levee ' 
more than 70 years. Long ago he was 
steamboat nee then pilot. Hard luck, ' 
Been staying at e Bethel for more than 
10 years. It’s his only home,” ‘‘Buckeye 

y”’ hurriedly whispered. 

From 1). G. Crafton, the manager, I 
learned that the Bethel was connected 
with the Western Seaman's Friend So- 
ciety until three years ago. Bethels have 
been established in many of the’ large 
seaport, river and lake cities by the so- 
ciety for unfortunate sailors and steam- 
beat men. 

Ten or 15 cents buys a bed for the night. 
The higher priced ones offer superior in- 


ducements in the form of covering. A 
nickel secures a bench or a bed on the 
floor. First come, first served. No gam- 
bling or card playing allowed. As the 
men come in they cluster around the fire, 
smoke and chat. Qne by one they dro 
off to sleep and oblivion, for 10 hours, a 
least. Officer Langan has patrolled the 
beat for seven years. He has never had 
occasion to enter the Bethel to restore or- 
der in that time. 


TEN CENTS FOR SUPPERS. 
‘Hungry?’ queried my mentor. I as- 
sented. ‘‘It's the New Home for us,” sald 


“Buckeye Teddy.” ‘‘Ten cents there will 
fix us right.”’ 
We descended to the street. A few min- 


utes’ brisk walk through the raw night, 
and we stopped before a three-story bulld-| 
ing at 407 North Levee. ‘This is it,’’ he 
declared. We entered. 

It was a saloon and eating house. Odors 
of liquor and steaming viands assailed my 
nostrils. “Smells good,"’ muttered ‘‘Buck- 
eye Teddy.”’ 

The long narrow room was filled with 
men of all grades of the unfortunate. None 
had: felt a razor on his face in weeks. 
Several were maudlin from intoxication. 
Lined up at the bar were three nondescript 
types.

Meyer and Haverneck have been habitues 
of the New Home ever since the place was 
opened, 12 years ago, by Joe Rossier.

“Feed for two, Shorty,” cried “Buckeye 
Teddy’’ to the diminutive cook, who, bare- 
armed and with cap awry, was busy serv- 
ing as well as cooking. 


WHAT A NICKEL WILL BUY. 

“Single or double?’ was the incisive 
query. 

“Single, We're no Pierpont Morgans,” 
and the crowd roared at ‘“‘Buckeye Teddy's” 
witticiam. He explained to me that a nickel 
bought a single and a dime a double order. 
With the latter several] additional dishes 
are served. 

We had but a moment to walt. Hungry 
men are prone to object to long delays and 
this is well known at the New Home. My 
supper was soon before me. A bow! of 
froup, some liver, sausege and bread was the 
bill, Everything was smoking hot. 

“Buckeye Teddy” assailed the food wit 
the vigor that betokened a long fast. 
followed suit and found it such as a hun 
man might not cavil at. After the fire 

e wore off I succeeded itn disposing of 

e supper with little effort. 

“Want to bunk? This is the best place 
for the money in town.” I asked my guide 
if w2 could get a bed er 10 
o'clock. 


EARLY TO BED OW LEVEE. 
"Not easy," he replied, “It's this way.

ERY AS TO BEAT OF HEART. 


ON §~=—r_ LINE WITH LOEB 
Time When Revival of Dead Will Be 
Possibie Said to Be Not 


Distant.

CHICAGO, D¢>- ¥.—New and startling 
ii , ; : 
discoveries are veing made by physiolo- 
§.3(8 associated with Dr. Jaques Leet of 
the University of Chicago. The latest is by 
Prof. David J. Lingle, one of the men 
who has for several years been one of 
l’rof. Loeh’s assistants in his experiments 
to find out what it is that causes the heart 
tv beat and what sustains its action when 
once started. Prof. Lingle now comes 
forth with the theory that it is not only 
common galt, known as sodium chloride, 
which .stimulates and causes heart action, 
but that oxygen gas is an even more im- 
portant factor In sustaining it. 

It has long bean known that oxygen acts 
as a purifier of the blood, as is the case 
when it comes intc contact with the blood 
in the lyngs, but it thas not been asseried 
before that oxygen is directly concerned 
with the sustained action of the heart 
beat. Prof. Loeb and his assistants, ac- 
cording to the usual custom of scientists, 
do not @ive out ths results of their inves- 
tigations in fhterviews, and it is in the 
latest issue of the American Jovrnal of 
Physistlogy that Prof. Lingle tells of his 
conuribution to the chain of discoveries 
that has already upset acceptel beliefs. 


Reviving of Dead 
May Come Soon. | 

According to the experiments by the unl- 
versity professors the time is held to be 
not remote when physicians will know just 
how much sodium chloride and how much 
oxygen and aow much of something oilse 
to inject into a dead person's veins in order 
to restore him to life. The. question is ask- 
ed by sume of those who ve learned of 
the recent discoveries made in rd to 
the heart beat, “‘How long will it be until 
poteg tetas will know how to promote longev- 
ty?" 

Prof. Lingle ecented partly py accident 
the result he has attained. When exp-»w- 
menting with a strip of turties Mart 
which he was moving m one vessel con- 
taining a solution of sodium of chloc:ide, he 
noticed that the beating of the strip. was 
greativ increased when it came into oon- 
tact with the alr. Upon noting this pheno- 
menon, the professor took a strip cut from 
the ventricle of a iurtie that h ceased to 
beat as a result of violence infilcted in 
preparing it for experimentation, placed it 
in a solution of galt, then placed the strip 
which had by this time begun to tina 
jar of oxyten . Here the beating was 
sustained for thiree full days or a. 
two hours. No one had been successful ir 
maintaining the beat of a otngie atrip of 
heart for so long a time as this before. 


Caffein Only 
a Stimulant. 

It has been contended by some scientists 
that caffein, one of the characteristic 
chemical substances of the coffee that per- 
sans drink ata thelr morning meals, might 
have something, to do with starting the 
heartbeats, but Prof. Lingle thinks that) 
this is not the case. According to h m+: 
eaffein is a heart stimulant, but nothing 
more. 
Prof. IAngle made many experiments 
with solutions of cane sugar, dextrose and 
givcerine to re-establish rhythms. With 
none o fthege solutions could he make the 
heart strip beat. The nhe combined these 
with salts of calcium and potassium, but 
again he failed. When sodium chloride was 
used. however, strong beats appeared. 

During the past vear Prof. . H. How- 
ell of Baltimore has been making investi- 
gations that he thought tended to show 
that “the phenomena of the whole series 
of heart-beats In sodium chloride is ex- 
niained by salt losses sustained in the e0- 
dium chloride solution and not by special! 
action of the salt in the bathing solution.’”’ 
Prof. Howell's contention is that calcium 
and potassium have much to do with the 
orimination and sustaining of heart beats, 
Prof. Lingle. however, in his investigations, 
shows that his colleague, Prof. Loeb, is on 
the right track. 


Summary of the 

Investigations. 

Prof. Lingle sums up his investigations 
in thig way: 

1. Sodium chloride is absolutely neces- 
sary for the origination of rythmic activ- 
ity of heart strips. 

“9 .Agencies like caffein, that can inten- 
sify rythmic activity cannot’ originate it. 

“3 What has been descvibed as the wili- 
um chloride arrest, is probably due to a 
lack of oxygen if the salt solutions, The 
presence of oxygén in these ay Aa its 
development and starts the rhy hm again. 

‘4 Ordinary salt solutions do not con- 
tain enouch oxygen for normal activity of 


heart strips. ; 
ir Oxygen gas and sodium chior'de. if 


roperly used, will keep strips beating as 
ong as a mixture of salt solution. 

“6 Oxygen has a powerful influence on 
rhvthym. but is of itself powerless to orig- 
inate rhythm. 

“7 Oxalate solution that precipitates cal. 
cium will pe:mit beats to begin if sodium 
chloride is sent.”

CHICAGO, Dec. 9—Unilike St. Louis, 
where public ownership, seems tu have 
lost ground, Chicago ts pushing the idea to 
4 practical conclusion. 

Municipal ownership of street railways is 
provided for in a bill prepared by the 
special committee, was submitted to the 
city council last night. The committee, 
will not present the mea3zure for municipa. 
ownership of gas and electric light plants 
and the measute providing for d.rect nomi- 
nations by the peome until the following 
meeting of the council. The aldermen wil. 
be asked to adopt the street railway bill 
and to appoint a committee to urge its 
passage by the legislature. The other two 
bills will be ready for precentation to the 
legislatura at the same time, but the main 
a will be to push the street raliway 

A especial conimittee will submit a long 
statement to the council showing the bene- 
fits to Be derived from municipal owner- 
ship as exemplified in 7uropean cities. 

Many members of the legis ature pledged 
themselves in favor of mun cipal owner- 
ship before election through the work of 
the committee, These representatives will 
be urged to work for the measure. 


Provision of 
Proposed Plan. 

Th bill for the municipal ownership of 
street railways provides that every city 
in the state shall have the power to own, 
construct and operate such railways. When 
it is proposed to carry the lines outside 
the corporate limits, but within the coun- 
ty, the consent of the county must be ob- 
tained. The act is not to take effect un- 
lesa the proposition to adopt it is first sub- 
mitted to the voters and then receives a 
majority of votes cast on the proposition, 
This latter provision eliminates any doubt 
as to whethcr a majority of the total vutes 
cast in an election should be obta.ned for 
the proposition. 

The city —e the act is given the 
power to acquire existing street fraiiway 
lines, either by purchase or by condemn*- 
tion proceedings. The lines may be mo.t- 
gaged or a deed of trust execuied in orde! 
to raise money for operation. If the mori- 
gage is foreciosed the purchaser is to get 
the right to operate the lines for 20 years, 
Any street rai ways acquired under sucn 
forec osure procecdings are to be subject 
‘9 regulation by the corporate authoricies. 
The bonds or certificates are to be only a 
lien on the street railway property and 
franthise, and will not become genecal ob- 
of the cty. The 


nance providine for their issue shall first 
ave been submitted to a vote of the peo- 
pe, and have received a majority of the 
votes cast for the proposition. 

The city is given the power to lease all 
‘nes and to license cars for not more than 
20 years after a favorable vote of the pco- 
ple. The mayor of any city is given the 
power to appoint a street railway commis- 
sion or commiss‘on to manage and control 
he street railway system. A provision is 
made for an eight-hour day, the pacing 
of all employes under civil service and the 
dJoing of work under the day labor system 
by the city. 


Arguments in 

Its Favor. 

The statement of the special cammittee 
regarding the operation of municipa: own- 
ership of public utilitles in other cities 


throughout the world is exhaustive, Chi- 
cago is held to be 10 years behind the 
march of events, in common with a great 
number of other American cities. The com- 
mittee stated that Chicago had leased cer- 
tain rights of occupancy In the streets dur- 
ing the last 20 years to street railway cor- 

rations, “upon terms that have enable? 
he lessees to capitalize the lease at ap- 
proximate! .000,000 over and above the 
expense of thelr equipment without sub- 
stantial recompense.” 

It a'’so stated that the city has leased 
certain other rights of occupancy to the 
gas companies, capitalized at about 


009,000 over the cost of equipment. without | 


Other r'ghts, it Is 
stated. have been similarly leased to elec- 
tric I'ght companies, telephone and elevated 
railroad companies.

LARGEST TRACT OF TIMBER LAND 
. ON THE GLOBE. 


Walker Will Build Railroad 200 Miles 
‘Long Through It and Will 
Have No Fear of Com- 
petition. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 6.—T. B. Walkor 
is now the lumber king of the world. 

He has purchased a tract of lumber land 
in northcastern California, which, in mze, 
dwarfs the holding of every individual and 
syndicate In the world. 

Mr. Walker returned to Minneapolis yes- 
terday from California, where he has been 


for the past six months closing up his tim- 
ber purchases, which have occupied him tor 
the past five years. 

He is now credited by the coast lumber 
journals with being the owner of the larg- 
est tract of timber land in the world. it 
is situated in noriheastern California. and 
there is sufficient timber standing to last 
tor ®@ years. 

Mr. Walker will soon start building a 
railroad that will be 200 miles long, which 
will ru» through his timber tract trom one 
end to the other, passing througn severai 
large towns. , 

Mills will be erected and started as soon 
as possible. and there will be suffici nt 
lumber to make the railread y if there 
were no other products. @ coun.ry, 
however, surports large flocks of cattie 
and sheep, and in the valleys there is a 
large quantity of fruit grown. 


Can Keep Others 
® in Background. 

Mr. Walker owns all .the valuable timber 
land in this section of the etate, and is in 
a position to build his railroad and keep 


all other lumber kings far in the back- 
ground. In the future he will devote the 
greater part of his time to the develop- 
ment of this vast anes E ng~ — is one 
of the most extensive in the country. 

In an interview last night Mr. Walker 
said: 

“T have at last completed the work I 
started some four or five years ago, and 
am now the owner of a very large tract of 
timber land in northeastern Californ 
intend to put in a railroad to haul out the 
lumber and supply the country, which is 
la gely devoted to grazing of cattle and 
sheep in the uplands and to grain and fruit 
growing in the valleys. 

“The soil in that section of the state is 
‘lava topped’—that is to say, ages ago ava 
flowed down from the volcanoes, filling up 
gullies and coating the g-ou'd. During the 
ages that have elapsed since that time 
this een has disintegrated and formed 
a most fertile soil.

“This condition prevails in the valleys, 
but hgher up there is nothing but immense 
stretches of the finest timber in the world. 
The land itself is good for nothing . but 
grazing, and thus presents an eneirely dif- 
ferent condition from that which prevails 
in this state, 

“The timber is sugar and white pine, and 
is the ‘best that grows in any spot in the 
world. Sugar pine ranks all others in size 
and quality, the trees are the tallest and 
have the longest bodies. These sugar p ne 
trees run from four to seven feet in d.am- 
eter, and logs to the number of seven can 
be cut from each tree.. The average is from 
eight to ten. 

“The white pine is of exceptionally high 

uaity. The trees are nearly as large as 
the sugar pines, and In the amount of clear 
timber almost equal them. They are con- 
siderably more profitable than are the pine 
found in this state. 

“Bor the past- five years I have been 
gathering this timber together. I have 
bought out those who settled there, and 
picked up odds and ends of forest re- 
serves, and taken up all the other land, 
so that there is no possible way for any 
one to come in there aga'nst me. No one 
can put in a railroad without my consent, 
as I can build a road for handling my 
timber and carry local freight at a rate 
that wil necessarily force any other road 
out of existence."’
